And What Have You

If there ever was a case where one 
bad apple can spoil a bushel it m ust 
be our current welfare problem s — 
from the standpoint of both the state 
and the federal government. By far 
the biggest m ajority of welfare re ­ 
cipients are deserving and in dire 
need, but it is the few that 
are 
sponging off the taxpayers that give 
welfare its bad name. 
If some kind of welfare reform is 
not adopted soon, we can sta rt look­ 
ing for trouble for there is not a 
taxpayer around who does not get up 
in arm s every tim e he sees more 
and m ore of his money wasted. And 
the real sufferers will be those ei­ 
ther too old or too young to work that 
will end up suffering. 
The voters in Texas will soon be 
asked to raise the welfare lim it as 
set by our constitution so that the 
state can continue to carry its share 
in cooperation with the federal gov­ 
ernm ent. We don’t know what will 
happen if the voters should turn this 
down other than a lot of needy people 
will suffer along with the freeload­ 
e rs. 
But it gets harder and harder to 
be fair about welfare when almost 
daily we read where someone else 
is taking advantage of us. A case in 
point is the following story which 
first came to light in ’’Newsweek” 
and was picked up and commented on 
by a friend of ours, Jam es Roberts, 
publisher of the Andrews County 
News. 
Meet Bruce Fearing, age 35, son 
of the late poet Kenneth Fearing. 
Bruce was educated at Harvard 
where he majored in physics, and at 
Columbia, where he had a Sloane- 
Rockefeller grant in advanced sc i­ 
ence writing. 
Bruce worked for ten years as a 
technical w riter in New York City. 
In 1967, he quit and went out west. 
You may well ask, "So w hat?” 
Well, for your information, Bruce 
is now a farm er—a farm er of a lit­ 
tle different breed than perhaps your 
grandparents. 
Bruce and his common-law wife, 
Carol Haacke, 28, have put a whale 
of a lot of work in their farm , loca­ 
ted in heavily wooded hill country 
about 225 miles north of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Bruce built the wooden cabin with 
his own two hands in which he and 
Carol and their tw o-year old son 
live. He also built the A -fram e bam 
that shelters their two goats and 
eighteen chickens. 
C arol, who graduated from the 
University of Virginia with a m ajor 
in French and art history, bakes 
bread and is learning carpentry. As 
on the old frontier, venison hangs 
from the cabin's ceiling, and Bruce 
and Carol have no phone, no plumb­ 
ing, not even any running water. 
Supplies are dragged up a steep, 
twisting, 4-m ile track. Bruce told 
a ’’Newsweek” reporter last week, 
’’For the first tim e, I'm doing what 
I want. I just want to live simply out 
in the country with my family. ” 
Sounds great doesn't it! Makes 
you really adm ire a fellow that 
chucks over the rat race and gets 
back to nature, back to the sim ple 
values of life! Bruce is of real pio­ 
neering stock isn ’t he? Have to ad­ 
m ire a fellow like that, don't you . . . 
chucks it all over and goes to live 
the sim ple life? 
N uts! 
Bruce and Carol are a couple of 
bum s—educated—but bums never­ 
theless. 
T hey're about as far from the pio­ 
neers of this country as a hoe handle 
is from nuclear fission. 
T hey're not up there in those hills 
living on the fruits of that farm , two 
goats, and 18 chickens... they're up 
there living on the fruits of the tax­ 
payer's labor. 
W e're the cats keepin' them up 
there in that idyllic situation and un­ 
less you and I keep workin' and pay-

Special Election May IN, 1071 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF THE 
STATE OF TEXAS: 
Section I. That Article III, 
Section 61-a, of the Texas 
Constitution, be amended to 
read as follows: 
“Section 51-a. The Legisla­ 
ture shall have the power, by 
General Laws, to provide, sub­ 
ject to limitations herein con­ 
tained, and such other limita­ 
tions, restrictions and regula­ 
tions as may by the Legisla­ 
ture be deemed expedient, for 
assistance grants to and/or 
medical care for, and for re­ 
habilitation 
and 
any 
other 
services included in the federal 
laws as they now read or as 
they may hereafter be amend­ 
ed, providing matching funds 
to help auch families and indi­ 
viduals attain or retain capa­ 
bility for independence or self- 
care, and for the payment of 
assistance grants to and/or 
medical care for, and for re­ 
habilitation and other services 
to or on behalf of:

And What Have You

If there ever was a case where one 
bad apple can spoil a bushel it must 
be our current welfare problem s — 
from the standpoint of both the state 
and the federal government. By far 
the biggest majority of welfare re ­ 
cipients are deserving and in dire 
need, but it is the few that 
are 
sponging off the taxpayers that give 
welfare its bad name. 
If some kind of welfare reform is 
not adopted soon, we can sta rt look­ 
ing for trouble for there is not a 
taxpayer around who does not get up 
in arm s every time he sees more 
and more of his money wasted. And 
the real sufferers will be .hose ei­ 
ther too old or too young to work that 
will end up suffering. 
The voters in Texas will soon be 
asked to raise the welfare lim it as 
set by our constitution so that the 
state can continue to carry its share 
in cooperation with the federal gov­ 
ernm ent. We don't know what will 
happen if the voters should turn this 
down other than a lot of needy people 
will suffer along with the freeload­ 
ers. 
But it gets harder and harder to 
be fair about welfare when almost 
daily we read where someone else 
is taking advantage of us. A case in 
point is the following story which 
first came to light in "Newsweek" 
and was picked up and commented on 
by a friend of ours, Jam es Roberts, 
publisher of the Andrews County 
News. 
Meet Bruce Fearing, age 35, son 
of the late poet Kenneth Fearing. 
Bruce was educated at Harvard 
where he majored in physics, and at 
Columbia, where he had a Sloane- 
Roekefeller grant in advanced sci­ 
ence writing. 
Bruce worked for ten years as a 
technical w riter in New York City. 
In 1967, he quit and went out west. 
You may well ask, "So what?" 
Well, for your information, Bruce 
is now a farm er—a farm er of a lit­ 
tle different breed than perhaps your 
grandparents. 
Bruce and his common-law wife, 
Carol Haacke, 28, have put a whale 
of a lot of work in their farm , loca­ 
ted in heavily wooded hill country 
about 225 m iles north of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Bruce built the wooden cabin with 
his own two hands in which he and 
Carol and their tw o-year old son 
live. He also built the A-fram e bam 
that shelters their two goats and 
eighteen chickens. 
Carol, who graduated from the 
University of Virginia with a m ajor 
in French and art history, bakes 
bread and is learning carpentry. As 
on the old frontier, venison hangs 
from the cabin's ceiling, and Bruce 
and Carol have no phone, no plumb­ 
ing, not even any running water. 
Supplies are dragged up a steep, 
twisting, 4-m ile track. Bruce told 
a "Newsweek" reporter last week, 
"For the first tim e, I'm doing what 
I want. I just want to live simply out 
in the country with my family. " 
Sounds great doesn't it! Makes 
you really adm ire a fellow that 
chucks over the rat race and gets 
back to nature, back to the sim ple 
values of life ! Bruce is of real pio­ 
neering stock isn't he? Have to ad­ 
m ire a feUow like that, don't you . . . 
chucks it all over and goes to live 
the sim ple life? 
N uts! 
Bruce and Carol are a couple of 
bum s—educated—but bums never­ 
theless. 
T hey're about as far from the pio­ 
neers of this country as a hoe handle 
is from nuclear fission. 
T hey're not up there in those hills 
living on the fruits of that farm , two 
goats, and 18 chickens... they're up 
there living on the fruits of the tax­ 
payer's labor. 
W e're the cats keepin' them up 
there in that idyllic situation and un­ 
less you and I keep workin' and pay-

N I 'MURK THREE ON THE BALLOT (SJR 5) 
Special Election May 18, 1971 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE I 
LEGISLATURE OF THE 
STATE OF TEXAS: 
Section I. That Article III, 
Section 51-a, of the Texas 
Constitution, be amended to 
read as follows: 
“Section 51-a. The Legisla­ 
ture shall have the power, by 
General Laws, to provide, sub­ 
ject to limitations herein con­ 
tained, and such other limita­ 
tions, restrictions and regula­ 
tions as may by the Legisla­ 
ture be deemed expedient, for 
assistance grants to and/or 
medical care for, and for re­ 
habilitation 
and 
any 
other 
services included in the federal 
laws as they now read or as 
they may hereafter be amend­ 
ed/providing matching funds 
to help such families and indi­ 
viduals attain or retain capa­ 
bility for independence or self- 
care, and for the payment of 
assistance grants to and/or 
medical care for, and for re­ 
habilitation and other services 
to or on behalf of: 
“(I) Needy aged persons 
who are citizens of the United 
States or noncitizens who shall 
have resided within the bound­ 
aries of the United States for 
at 
least 
twenty-five 
(25) 
years; 
“(2) Needy individuals who 
are totally and permanently 
disabled by reason of a mental 
or physical handicap or a 
combination of physical and 
mental handicaps; 
“(3) Needy blind persons; 
“(4) Needy dependent chil­ 
dren and the caretakers of 
such children. 
“The Legislature may pre­ 
scribe such other eligibility re­ 
quirements for participation 


in these programs as it deems 
appropriate. 
“The Legislature shall have 
authority to enact appropriate

ation bill to avert reduction 
In aid to needy families with

and went 
to 
Comptroller Robert S. Cal­ 
vert for certification. 
Before he would accept the 
bill, Calvert advised passage 
of another which would re­ 
align priorities in the state’s 
massive omnibus tax clear­ 
ance fund. 
In effect, this 
would permit turning over to 
welfare some 
$35 million 
that normally would go to the 
teacher retirement fund be- 
twen April and August. 
Teachers 
association and 
retirement fund leaders had 
no formal objection to the 
latter, 
although 
it 
would 
cost the retirement fund an 
estimated $100,000 to $600,- 
000 in short-term 
interest. 
However, 
the fund will be 
repaid in full when the ul­ 
timate new tax bill goes in­ 
to effect on September I. 
While these measures were 
moving methodically through 
the House and Senate, the 
House passed a bill to es­ 
tablish a $185 million bond 
plan to finance construction

puses. Bonds would be repaid 
from tuitions, and would cost 
taxpayers little. Final ap­
